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What is CND for? 


'J’HE reasons given by five leading 
members of the Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament for refusing to 
accept nomination for re-election to 
the National Council—pressure of 
other work—do not seem to consti¬ 
tute a very strong case for saying, as 
was'to be expected from the national 
Press, that there is a crisis threaten¬ 
ing the existence of CND. As Peace 
News t rightly in our opinion, pointed 
out in its front page Editorial 4l Is 
CND Finished?’' (Sept. 20), if there 
is a crisis in CND it is not as some 
members think a problem either of 
organisation or leadership. What, 
it seems to us. is the attraction of 
CND is that its local groups enjoy 
the kind of autonomy which no 
political party would tolerate, and 
are as different in composition and 
activities as are the interests and 
politics of the people who animate 
them, ft is true, as Peace News 


sadly reflects, that the advances made 
by the peace movethenit “have not 
been very impressive", and that ‘‘the 
momentum of the great protests 
against nuclear war has declined”. 
Some of us would argue that it was 
naive to believe, in the first place, 
that either the peace movement or 
CND could in fact hope to imple¬ 
ment a unilateral, or multikueral 
disarmament policy. Peace News 
on the other hand argues that CND 
“lends to put too much emphasis on 
the negative side of its work—saying 
how evil and destructive war is to¬ 
day" while saying very little about 
“what they are fori*. And obviously 


P.V. would not be satisfied by the 
obvious answer: L WfC, for peace, 
of course!” for the problem that 
needs a positive answei in our con¬ 
temporary's view is "flow to deal 
with conflict, aggression or invasion 
if it does occur”. And if a clear 
answer to this question is to be 
found 

it will be necessary to m "beyond the 
thinking of all the existing peace organ¬ 
isations, 

A further factor points to ; such a break 
from tradition. In opp fifing war the 
peace movements have '(ten turned a 
blind eye not only to ifte danger of 
aggression, but also to the evils of 
totalitarianism, They Have ignored in 


sometimes cavalier fashion the human 
need for some kind of defence and for 
some kind of political power. 

All this U true. But another point 
which Peace News should Have 
added is that in opposing war the 
peace movements have with few 
exceptions always turned a blind eye 
to the institutions of State which 
depend on violence and various 
forms of punishment to maintain 
their authority, power and privileges. 
But it is clear from the question 
which our contemporary poses “how 
to deal with conflict, aggression or 
invasion if it does occur ' (the words 


we have italicised qualify the terms 
“conflict 1 ’ and “aggression" and refer 
not to their daily manifestation 
within the nation, but to war be¬ 
tween nations) that cither they 
accept, or they choose to ignore, the 
basic role violence, and coercion 
play in the regulation of the daily 
affairs of mankind in authoritarian 
society—and that means the demo¬ 
cracies as well as the dictatorships. 
For if they did not, then they would 
have to recognise that war is but 
one of the weapons in the armoury 
of authoritarian society. (To bring 
this “old-fashtoned" oft-repeated, 
observation up-to-date; we would 
add:—“and in this age of auto¬ 
mation and technology the ‘cold-wari 
Is the safety-valve of the capitalist 
economy"). And in that case war

Strike for 42 hr Week 


450 drivers who work fbr car delivery 
companies at Oxford, arc on strike for 
a 42-hour week with extra payments for 
overtime. Thes* men deliver cars man¬ 
iac lured at the British Motor Corpora¬ 
tions factories in the area. At the 
moment R.M.G2* production is not 
affected because of their large parking 
lots, but it will be a different story 
when these are fuil- 

Mcgotiaiiorts for this claim, which 
liava been in progress since May, broke 
down East month. 

At present the drivers earn 5/3d. per 
hour for unlimited hours, there being 
no basic week. The delivery firms have 
offered a reduced hourly rate of 4/9d. 
for a 43-hour week, spread over six days, 
with overtime rates and a guaranteed 
minimum pay packet of 10 guineas. 
This offer was rejected and now, without 
the official backing of the union, the 
Transport and General Workers, they 
have taken action themselves to secure 
what are, alter all, very moderate 
demands. 

After three days, this action gained 
support of some of the men who drive 
the large car transporter lorries. These 
24 men arc employed by the largest firm 
affected by the strike and they and their 
mates u [ready work Ihe basic 42*hbur 
week, 

If tins strike action is to be effective, 
it iimM hit JR MX? quickly. Delivery 
firms have made alternative transport 
arrange menu. Cars are being delivered 
by rail, and other labour is being used 
to sliiit the vehicles, A spokesman far 
the strikers has said, ’"Non-union labour 
i. being used by the distributors to move 
new ears during the strike and it is the 
official policy of the unions at Morris 
Motors not to work with non-union 
la bur, H 

While tills type of thing continues, the 
pile-up of cars at parking iols will be 
prevented and the strikers action will 
be ineffective. B M.C. and the delivery 


companies will continue production add 
disposal of vehicles while these men are 
left on their own to face eventual defeat 

Two delegates from the strikers have 
been to Birmingham to see Jack Jones, 
the assistant executive secretary of the 
f. At d.WU. lb try to get him to 
recommend recognition by the union, 
but so far this has hot been forthcoming. 
Mr, Cousins, who has just announced 
a record membership of 1,385, 445 fur 
the T. Sl G.W.U., and his executive seem 
unconcerned that a section of their mem¬ 
bership does not even have an agreement 
for a basic 42-hour wck. 

With the unions large membership 
and power, the securing of the claims of 
these strikers should be a comparatively 
easy task However, after long, fruit¬ 
less union negotiations witli the em¬ 
ployers, the car delivery men have got 
fed up with these attempts and have 
taken action fur themselves. But if they 
ar« to be successful,, more support is 
needed. Morris Motors have said that 
they are u nol worried” by the strike. If 
the demands of these men are to be 
realised, I hen Morris Motors have got 
to be worried about this stoppage, 

Tim strike bus to be extended to other 
transport drivers. The continuance of 
piuduciion cun help, as long as these 
cars are not moved from park mg lots. 
If cars are moved, then support should 
be, sought from production workers. 
Only by this type of sympathetic action 
can rhestf strikers, who are isolated at 
the moment, hope to win their demands. 
Their action must not remain isolated 
but he extended and broadened,

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post-war generation can be ex¬ 
cused for asking why alt the fuss 
over the death last week of David Low 
the political cartoonist, for really, apart 
from a few flashes in lire pan he had 
nothing lo say in his cartoons these 
past 20 years. Indeed as the years 
passed his point of view came always 
closer to those of his great creation of 
the Thirties, Colonel Blimp. And in 
1962 he was knighted, “A climax" to 
his career declares the Guardian, His¬ 
tory will call it an anti-climax just as 
it will probably remember Low as one 
of the great political cartoonists of our 
time for his work published in the 
Evening Standard in the Thirties, The 
obituarists in general recognise this, and 
it is interesting because it coincides with 
his almost revolutionary Left-wing per* 
iod (Lhe Guardian editorial refers to him 
as “a Left -wing firebrand" at the time 
which it also describes ‘as his most 
brilliant period) when he was as critical 
of the democracy as he was of

the totalitarian* (and there were a 
lot of them at the time besides Russia), 
Probably the only politician he had a 
sneaking sympathy for was RooscvelL 
But apart from hitting the politicians 
mercilessly (and many expressed their 
disapproval at diplomatic level), Low 
again and again attacked the capitalist 
system anti the values that stem from it. 
A good example was the cartoon pub¬ 
lished in 1934 with the caption “Gosh! 
Lost in an Impenetrable Forest" show¬ 
ing three City gent types, labelled "Poli¬ 
tician", "Economist", "Business", all try¬ 
ing to climb a dead tree ("The old dead 
iess-wages-mo re -profi t s Idea") standing 
in a wide open space, with a rising sun

But Raven's civilised contempt for the 
carelessly accepted dogmas is refreshing 
and when, for example, he brings the 
modern army under the microscope in 
"Perish by the Sword” there will be 
few who do not feel he has something 
original lo say. This is probably I he 
best piece in the collection—1 commend 
it unhesitatingly to all those who con¬ 
demn military life, without having ex¬ 
perienced even a Cadet Corps, This is 
not because it will refute their opinion 
but it wilt give it some basis! 

The essays are printed in more or less 
chronological sequence, linked by a 
worthwhile and interesting running com¬ 
mentary by the author, explaining the 
‘whys' and 'wherefores' of each piece. 
The contents range from male prostitu¬ 
tion to John Masters (the occasion for 
some of Mr. Raven's very observant 
comments on war and warriors), from 
a GPO of the future to the Slate of 
Israel, from that curious institution, the 
British Public School to Greece, The 
interest flags only rarely and moment¬ 
arily. 

Mr. Raven is a public school liberal 
with modifications. This may be mis¬ 
leading unless I add that the modifica¬ 
tions are considerable, more consider¬ 
able, 1 think, than Mr, Raven knows. 
He is (sin of sins!) no anarchist but ! 
recommend this book to readers of 
Freedom because what he has to say 
he says extremely well and, invariably, 
with some original points to make.

The Big Sell-Out

Melbourne, Sept. 16. 
npHE growing threat from "successful" 


foreign investment has become so 
obvious here that even academics have 
been aroused. The immediate cause of 
the latter s concern has been the "take 
over"—no JesS“-of the Australian Em 
cyclopedia. 

This latest take-over, in fact, presents 
a dramatic illustration of how new for¬ 
eign investment is operating in this 
country alongside the "traditional"— 
mainly British interests. 

The Australian Encyclopaedia first ap¬ 
peared in 1958, The resull of almost 
10 years' painstaking toil {Editor, Dr, 
Alex H. Chisholm J, its publication was 
immediately hailed as a significant com¬ 
munity event. The new 10 volume work 
was printed locally, achieved an inter¬ 
national reputation and was available 
through normal retail channels for £50, 
Since that time the Australian Encyclo¬ 
paedia has been acquired by an overseas 
firm—Messrs. G roller of New York, 
U S.A.—who have introduced their own 
methods of Salesmanship. 

This unique work is now being touted 
from door to door by teams of high 
pressure salesmen. They use u sales 
technique which is said to have been 
outlawed even in its country of origin, 
(A similar technique—Hire Purchase and 
promise of a "free after sales advisory 
service—is also used by two other over¬ 
seas firms, and Messrs Groher's rivals 
in the livid, Encyclopaedia Bri Unmica 
and Colliers), The cost of tit© Auslra- 
iian(7) Encyclopaedia is nuw £144, An 
investigation has shewn that £54 of the 
increased purchase price now goes in 
commission to the team of salesmen, 
supervisors, team managers, State sales 
managers up to and including the firm's 
Managing Director, All profits, of 
course, go overseas. 

This case is typical. Over the last few 
months, in fact, wo have become in¬ 


creasingly awuri of the truth: Australia 
is Kennedy's new Frontier. Entire sec¬ 
tions of I he economy are now almost 
completely under U,S. control. 

These include: I he petroleum indus¬ 
try, pharmaceuticals, the motor industry 
(General Moioite, the makers of "Aus¬ 
tralia's own car”, sent home profits of 
£15£ million last year), food processing 
and television (U.S. companies "dump" 
their unwanted programmes on eager 
Australian managements. A programme 
which originally lost £60,000 can be had 
for £1,000, Hence the 70 per cent 
foreign content 'of their programmes), 

The leading politicians are now busily 
engaged denying their complicity in the 
events described (although each of them 
has had his share of the "come and 
exploit us"over$eas tours at public ex¬ 
pense). 

The two parly leaders, of course, con¬ 
sider themselves above such mundane 
matters. Prime Minister ‘‘Ming" Mcn- 
zies (otherwise known us Pig Iron Bob) 
returned from his recent overseas jaunts 
only in time to hand over a several 
thousand acre site to the U.S, Navy for 
use as a nuclear-armed submarine direc¬ 
ting radio base. 

Thu Labour pally supported him* Our 
position would have been untenable, 
in view of an early clculion, if we had 
opposed the base explained the opposi¬ 
tion leader Arthur Colwell, 

The views of the two party leaders, 
as on most ,L controversiar issues, are 
in fuel almost identical Cal well says 
that he will ask u> be told when the 
button is to be pressed, (It and when 
he wins I he next declion), Menztes 
couldn't care less. His attitude was seen 
clearly during last years Cuban crisis. 
To Kennedy, he said then, in effect: "If 
your starting a war, Jack, anytime, any 
place, don’t bother to call us, we'll call 
you. 1 " 

What sell-out could be more complete 
than that? Francis Vi¬ 


able could he imperilled by the presence 
of one free demenled Blimp. When the 
Colonel put* the view that the sanctity 
of human life \$ much exaggerated, 1 
incline to assent that it might be excus¬ 
able to kill him, « . .

(A Voice), in the same year was an* 
other cartoon showing a hungry worker 
leaning against his machine (The power 
lo Produce Plenty) while in a cloud 
Chamberlain, then Chancellor Of the 
Exchequer, waves an empty money box 
as he expounds the theory of the 
"Economics ofSscarrity" backed by a 
smiling front bench Of J. H. Thomas, 
MacDonald, Baldwin and Simon. 

In 1935 Lovi- was attacking the slums 
and the Minister of Health as well as 
tho armaments industry. Remember that 
great cartoon "Gad Sir, at anv rale we 
am restoring Prosperity’ 1 in which the 
crosses in the military cemetery consist 
of airplanes ami in the foreground Col. 
Blimp is shaking hands with the sales¬ 
man from the armaments industry and 
saying: 'Although as Mr, Baldwin says, 
airplanes oiler no real protection from 
air attack, undoubtedly the construction 
of air forces stimulates industry and 
relicves uneinpftiymcnt".

1 am realistic; hud l do not feci culled 
upon to cramp my ratiocinafive style by 
assuming as an absolute condition pre¬ 
cedent that the only way to rnend the 
present is to put a patch on the past". . , 


Thj Colonel, greatly admires, as we 
do T an ideal British working-man whose 
most notable characteristics are Sturdy 
Independence coupled with Unquestion¬ 
ing Obedience; but in the world of 
reality the truth must be told that to 
Blimp tho British working-man in bulk 
is an almost intolerable nuisance, with 
his everlasting grumbles about unilcr- 
nourisbmenL and his inconvenient yearn¬ 
ings for selfish improvement. Any dis¬ 
play of Sturdy Independence in that 
quarter and Blimp calls for the 
police, . . . 


Far be it from me la represent Blimp 
as a man of blood, though he is too 
ready, I think, lo regard violence as ^ 
glorious alternative to argument, and 
to exhibit wars as the triumphs, rather 
I ban the failures of man.

"Unlit 
constructive pacifism can build a solid 
alternative—he wrote in May 1941—m 
the last resort only force can slop 
those who would employ force to de¬ 
prive men of good-will of the power lo 
strive for a better and warless world". 
Hitler lost and Stalin loomed up as lhe 
new enemy to "men of goodwill". And 
all the signs are Lhal Mao will be his 
successor. And so I he men of goodwill 
have nil their lime cut out lighting 
those who would deprive them of "our 
power lo strive for a better world" ami 
forgeL that what we are in fad supposed 
lo bo striving for is "a bcuer world"! 
This surely is the pattern of political 
theses past 20 years with Low and a host 
of other radicals of the Thirties "lost 
in an Impenetrable Forest 1 '.

workers who had struck the day before 
in sympathy, welcomed them. 

The miners took this action because 
of the inadequate fallback rale. This 
rate is paid when the output of coal 
fatftThiei to the dlfficuffy In Tvorkfm; a 
scam t e.g* the seam becomes very nar¬ 
row and the coal has to be removed 
by hand. Because of this inadequate 
rate, half of the shift earnings during 
a week were down by over £1. The men 
have been working under difficult con¬ 
ditions without getting an adequate wage. 

One of the wives of the strikers said, 
"This trouble has been going on for 
months, my husband's earnings have 
dropped considerably." Jim Gee, one 
of the men who stayed down, blamed 
the leaders of the union who had not 
negotiated a satisfactory fail-back rate 
in 1961, when in Yorkshire, 80,000 
miners took strike action. 

Mr. Gee said, "It was cold down 
there, but we kept ourselves happy with 
a bit of backchai and playing dominoes 
and cards." Reports that they had sung 
"Land of Hope and Glory” while in the 
mine, were laughed at by the strikers. 

Only by the action of these miners 
has the management been made to dis¬ 
cuss the grievance. All efforts of union 
officials, that is if they made any efforts, 
were of no avail. 


Some might gain a slight benefit from 
it, but on the whole it appears that this 
scheme wilt divide the men one against 
another. 

During the negotiations, which have 
now been postponed, the unions have 
requested a 40-hour week, a third wodfr _ -1 

holiday and a sick-pay scheme, but the 
Board has refused to discuss these 
requests. 

The staff scheme has been attacked 
recently in the Power Worker, the in¬ 
dustry s unofficial paper, as a threat to 
pay-packets. "These proposals would 
carve us up in a thousand pieces, skilled 
and unskilled, skilled and more skilled, 
new and old, operators and maintenance 
men, generating and distribution. 

For what the Board expect to get out 
of it they are giving damn little -n 
return. , . . 

Demand NO secret negotiations. No 
settlement without reference to mem¬ 
bers. 1 ' 

No doubt the Board will try out any 
arrangement such as staff status, which 
although it may give certain fringe bene¬ 
fits, conceals a freezing of wages at the 
expense of the workers in the industry. 

As was proved last winter* the union 
Leaders will not fight to improve the low 
wages in the industry, it is up to the 
rank and file. P.T. 


POWER CUTS. WHO IS TO BLAME? 

This week. Sir Christopher Hinton, 
Chairman of the Central Electricity 
Generating Board, has shown in his 
annual report, that last winter the board 
were only abb to produce 91.3% of the 
total needs of the public. However, Iasi 
winter according to the Board and the 
press, especially the Daily Mirror t it 
was Charles Doyle and the power work¬ 
ers, who were on a work-to-rule, who 
were responsible for the "black-outs" 
and power cuts. The Mirror referred 
to Charles Doyle as the "most hated 
man in Britain" and if this winter is as 
bad as the last, and if, as the Chairman 
of the Board forecasts, power cuts will 
have to be made, will the Daily Mirror 
attack Christopher Hinton in the same 
way? 

It appears (hat the capacity to meet 
the heavy demands made during severe 
winters wifi not be attained until 1967- 
1968. The Board's plans lo meet in¬ 
creased demands have been inadequate 
and even with a profit of £42.5m., prices 
in some areas may go up. 

At the moment, there arc talks taking 
place in the power industry about the 
introduction of staff status fur workers, 
which wilt set out a scale of fixed sala¬ 
ries per annum. It seems from ibis, 
that certain sections of the industry's 
workers will stand to lose quite a bit.

resistance must be seen as one prong 
in the si niggle to undermine the 
authority, ami power of Authority 
and the Suite. 

Bui the Law'-—the judiciary, the 
police and the prisons—the mone¬ 
tary system, respect for authority, 
acceptance of the status quo, and the 
rules of the parliamentary circus are, 
in our opinion, far greater threats 
to peace than the presence of armed 
forces and nuclear weapons.

Help! Yet another organisation! 
Randolph Bourne declared that 
“war is the health of the State 11 * 
It could well be said that “new 
organisations are the health of the 
peace movement”. Peace News is 
already darkly hinting at a new 
organisation to promote a “policy" 
which so far consists of four words 
“non-violent defence policy”* 

What does Peace News really 
think? What does it mean when it 
talks of tile peace movement de¬ 
veloping “a non-violent defence 
policy"? As we understand it, it 
means a policy which could be 
adopted by governments as being 
more effective than one based on 
nuclear or conventional weapons, 
This is in fact the Stephen King- 
Hall line* Is thaL what they mean?

by attacking and seeking to break 
down the values of existing sociely 
and, of course, offering what we 
consider lo be belter values, to take 
their place, that we can hope to 
change society and, incidentally, re¬ 
move any threats of war. The Com¬ 
mittee's reference to a "radical non¬ 
violent society" is a tautology, 
and also a somewhat self-conscious 
labouring of a thesis of non-violence 
which can only provoke unnecessary 
discussion amongst those who in fact 
are in agreement. A tautology be¬ 
cause the kind of radical society en¬ 
visaged. which is also envisaged by 
the anarchists, could not exist if it 
bad to be imposed by violence; and 
self-conscious l>ecause those of us 
who do not label ourselves “non- 
violem" anarchists neither do we 
wish tg qualify our anarchism with 
a “violent” adjective. The society 
we wain to live in cannot, by 
definition be anything but non* 
violent. We say dial lo make that 
society possible we must break down 
authoritarian—ihui is, exisiing- 
society and in doing so we will 
alomsi certainly be resisted by a 
show of violence and intimidation 
which we in our turn must rrsisl by 
the most effective means at our dis¬ 
posal. If we can defend ourselves 
by non-violent means, obviously we 
should avoid violence. But when 
the will of Ihc people is resisted by 
the Slate then it seems to us equally 
obvious that if the people only by 
violence can remove that obstacle 
then they should not hesitate to use 
violence. We believe that the State 
must be destroyed as ihc pre¬ 
requisite of Peace,

a joke or at the best a subject of casual 
curiosity. He is there to Ik laughed at 
or pitied according to Lhe mood of men 
and women who would hesitate to give 
an opinion even to a choice of cheese 
but have no hesitation in offering an 
authoritarian judgment on any finished 
work that they might accidentally sec 
hanging. 

They will walk by an outdoor exhibi¬ 
tion of paintings and openly and with¬ 
out shame ridicule the painter and his 
work, for the artist long ago accepted 
the status of Ihc peoples down and he 
is accepted as such- But alt this is 
with one honourable exception and that 
exception is Lhe pavejpem artist. 

Here is the only penniless and master¬ 
ies cm Usman who neither begs, fawns 
or cringe* H j r W* daffy bread yet he 
has won the resped of the pacing 
crowd, for lie is tte? teacher who, from 
their earliest childhood, has given the 
townspeople Ihdi* only glimpse of an 
act of creative culture lor which they 
are not expected to applaud, pay or 
remove their haU to. 

The pavement iirlist Is respected hy 
the crowd and whnl if mure important* 
ho respects himself and all over the 
Town this small open guild of men, old 
and young, spend theirpouri upon their 
knees with their back* to their audiences 
working at their pastcMcenes. Indifter 
ent to then ware hers they mould with 
coloured chalks the repeating image*, 
knowing, even m they work, ihut a 
passing shower and the gathering dark 
will destroy ihe work of hours, but far 


all of them the very act. of creation is 
all important, For when tee pavement 
artist has finished he knows he is no 
longer important but simply a guardian 
of his own work. 

David Blackburn is such a man and 
this slim, dark-eyed and unshaven young 
man has for years decorated the pave¬ 
ments of the Towp. Each day he will 
place his cardboard box of coloured 
chalks upon the stones outside the Nat¬ 
ional Portrait Gallery to mark his pilch. 
From a milk bottle he pours out a 
mixture of size and pumice powder and 
with an old boot brush washes down 
his section of the pavement, aestheti¬ 
cally lo hold his colours and realistically

faults of so many of his fellow artists 
in that he is not prepared to experiment 
with his subject matter and he is con¬ 
tent to rely on Lhe same landscapes and 
the same interpretations of them. He 
offers a perennial summer* for his trees 
never know an autumn and the same hot 
green pours down from hts blue moun¬ 
tains to wash over his trees and grasses. 

It can be argued that working in an 
outdoor light and attempting to catch 
the eye of the strolling Londoner neces¬ 
sitates a sacrifice of subtlety but it is 
unfortunate, for Blackburn appears to 
lack the desire to experiment and this 
is a major fault of those who work upon 
the stones. Having arrived at a certain 
subject and a certain style they ate pre¬ 
pared to repeat il until it becomes a 
recognisable set of ciich&s. David Black* 
burn’s work cannot be dismissed as 
primitive* for within his chosen sphere 
ho is a competent craftsman but unfor¬ 
tunately he ts content to pander to his 
audience by giving them work in 1 bo 
aid academic trad mans. 

Blackburn likes to claim that he has 
produced more worthwhile work on 
canvass that others have been happy to 
buy and it is in this desire to divorce 
I ho two aspects of his craft that his 
failure lies, for he owes a duty to him¬ 
self to expand his talents across the 
dry concrete. At the end of each work* 
mg day Blackburn will sprinkle the 
coloured stones with a handful of sand 
and nib out the work of a single day 
and ihc experience of a working fife- 
time, for none must slip upon that 
deserted pavement if David Blackburn 
wishes to return. And each day he 
returns and links upon his knees with 
the dusty tools of his trade to win back 
some small measure of respect for the 
snivelling hack geniuses voluntary in 
thrall 10 the Bond Street dealers «-ho 
Will give them anything but self respect.

A fortnight ago a icUcr was published 
in Freedom from Mike Walsh of Bristol 
bewailing, among other things, the 'in¬ 
group’ nature of much of the contro¬ 
versy in the paper, While sympathising 
with our readers in the ‘outlying dim- 
witted provinces*, they must remember 
that the anarchist movement consists of 
persons, not zombies, and persons with 
personalities at that. When taking part 
in controversy {and 1 can t agree that it 
has no place in Freedom or is of no 
interest to the general readership) it is 
very difficult indeed to eliminate from 
one’s arguments what one knows per¬ 
sonally of the comrade you arc arguing 
with. For instance we now know that 
Mike can criticise Freedom for ’not 
taking kindly to criticism* while at the 
same time showing by his angry writing 
that ho doesn't take kindly to criticism 
either! 

But if we accept that Mike is a per¬ 
sonality, and that ’G’ is a personality, 
and that even the "anonymous* editors of 
FREEDOM are also personalities, our en¬ 
joyment of controversy can be heighten¬ 
ed, We need not fear the cult of the 
personality, since influence^wise they will 
cancel each other ouu Some of the 
personalities m the movement are such 
that they even cancel themselves obi. 

Which brings us to the Notting Hill 
Group and its thoughtful contribution 
of last week, I feci sure that Digger 
Walsh and the Bristol comrades must 
have been highly delighted to read this 
calm and reasoned statement, from which 
any him of in-group innuendo, char¬ 
acter assassination and pcrsonality- 
mongering had been so carefully ex¬ 
punged.

The kindly presentation of informa¬ 
tion of which the majority were unaware 
is something for which We must all he 
most grateful. For instance, although 
l am celebrating my twentieth year in 
the movement this year, it had escaped 
my notice all this lime that our editor 
had chosen to ignore the Spanish Revo¬ 
lution. I had of course been misled, 
simple soul that I am, by the innumer¬ 
able editorials he had Written since the 
far off days of 1936 when he founded 
an anarchist paper (which alas, was in 
fact the anarchist paper, since there was 
no other) tailed ‘Spain and the World 1 
which was devoted to the presentation 
of the Spanish anarchist cause in this 
country. This paper flourished under 
his editorship for the three years of 
the Civil War, after which it was taken 
over as the organ of the movement 
which had grown up around and be¬ 
cause of it, its name was changed and 
it promptly collapsed. 

Thus, through no fault of his own. 
released from the chores of voluntary 
editorship, our anonymous editor (to¬ 
gether, of course, with several others), 
devoted all his spare time to the welfare 
of some hundreds of anarchisti and 
syndicalists refugees from Spain who 
were fed, cbithed and housed until jobs 
were fotind for them and they could 
look after themselves in a cold, strange 
country. 

By the lime 1 entered the movement 
in 1943, our editor had been involved 
(again with others) for four years in the 
production of ‘War Commentary*, the 
anarchist paper that had been founded 
in 1939 to present the anarchist case 
against war and to hammer away at the 
kttsons the British working class had to 
learn from the Spaniards, Two years 
later I was in the dock of the Old Bailey 
side by side with our anonymous editor 
and two other editors and in next to uo 
time we were behind bars together. 

I am now kicking myself that our 
clearsighted comrades of the Notime 
Hill Group were not around at that 
time to tell me how misled 1 was in 
believing that the man doing his cocoa 
next to me ail those months really knew 
anything about anarchism or Spain or 
capitalism or fascism. (As a matter of 
fact—and this is a little bit of special 
in-group information for the ears of 
Mike Walsh alone—the people for whom 
the Notting Hill Group arc the mouth¬ 
piece were around then, saying just that* 
They were wrong then and they are 
wrong now.) 

Well, came the end of the war and the 
Labour Government and the bomb and 
our release and the long years of apathy 
and uimligluenment while We waited for 
the Notting Hill Group to be born and 

Reading Report

If only the energy and time 
spent worrying and discussing how we 
can get the majority (are we all tarred 
by the politicians* brush?) on our side, 
was spent taking sonic kind of action 
now wc might get a little nearer that day 
they arc all worrying about. James

Or. of course, it may be 
that, coming fresh on to the anarchist 
scene, they can see things with a clearer 
eye and think that truth i$ beUer served 
by being ignored, y 

This mutf, J think be the explanation 
for the group $ contribution of last week* 
1 can't believe that any of it can have 
been motivated by malice. Their blue- 
eyed innocence about the circumstances 
of the publication of their leaflet was 
matched only by their truly Christ inn 
humility. 1 completely convinced 
that had it not appeared they Wouldn't 
haVe sftid a word tb anyone, nor publish¬ 
ed anywhere else any reference to otir 
anonymous editor’s well-known con¬ 
nection with lobristni They would not 
hdve suggested iof one moment, t am 
sure, that our editor cbtitd dfe&gree with 
thtm on anything* other than the pure 
merits of the case, for haven’t they 
shown themselves completely fair and 
logical in their owft arguments? Nothing 
could be fairer, for example, than com¬ 
paring Polaris missiles with lazing on the 
beaches and drinking cheap wine. 

Nothing could be more straight' 
forward and honeJu and unequivocal 
than the frank, bold starrifihnt that they 
are not impr'c -,cd‘, at least not favour¬ 
ably so, by anythin}* that the Franco 
regime docs, even though in the next 
column Lhcy hope dial pressure on the 
ecoriomy, in the fo^tir of a- tourist boy¬ 
cott, could induce fce Spanish State to 
make some alterations tn its vile regime. 
They seem to bc^omg iq an awful 
lot of tro uble and make the 

regime do something with which they 
Won’t be impressed anyway! Such ’lib¬ 
era iriat ion' as has taken place under 
ihe pressure of Common Market nego¬ 
tiations, is shown to be an illusion—but 
real liberalisation v- ill follow pressure 
on the tourist trade. This subtle and 
careful reasoning does our movement 
much credit. 

There was so much that was splen¬ 
did in the Notting Hill Group s highly 
personal and prudent rejoinder that I 
should like to draw attention to almost 
every paragraph, but out of respect tor 
those provincials who arc not bloody 
interested, and in order to be brief, I 
must forgo that pleasure. I beg u> be 
allowed space however to point out one 


here and now, and somebody then spoke 
about the factories for pence project 
and it was decided that we should find 
out more about these. 

As to my owh ideas on what can be 
done now. In common with most anar¬ 
chists. I feel a great sympathy for the 
misfits of our society but especially (in 
my own case) for the total rejection 
(rejected, amounts to the same thing), 
i.e. tramps, beau, etc,, which is why l 
mentioned in one of my notes to you 
1’hilJipc O'Connors book Vagrancy. At 
the end of the book he suggests that 
there should be some sort of loose 
community where tramps, beats and 
others could live grid where no pressures 
would be put on the person to get him 
back on the wheel. Bnl where he 
could freely develop his individuality. 
A sort of cunrfmuiuiy that cater* for the 
individual’s wants and not one that tries 
io fit everybody into the same mould 
In fact an anarchist community. As 
O’Connor saya, there is a great deal of 
sharing and giving amongst tramps and 
other mikllU. Perhaps one day it’ll be 
recognized and something done about it 
If there is anybody who feels that we 
can do someth mg along these lines I 
would like to fiear from them.

piece of appalling ignorance—mainly be* 
cause l fear it may be deliberate. 

It is with regard to the nature of 
Fascism, one of the basic ideas of which 
—m fact the basic idea—is that of the 
Corporate State. Ideally, Fascism is 
opposed to unbridled free enterprise, 
and in some of its forms—Le, the Pcron- 
ista regime in Argentina—has gained 
considerable support from the organised 
workers precisely because it has curbed 
some of the morL disruptive practises 
of the exploiting class. I tv order to 
stabilise the State, to make a corporate 
body of the nation, the political kadem 
—usually smarter than the economic 
bosses—have been prepared to pay some 
lip service to workers' rights, the belter 
to keep them quiet. When emotion re¬ 
places reason, however, ’Fascist* becomes 
just a swear-word to use against the 
police on demonstrations, and its much 
more sinister reality—to make the work¬ 
ers feel that there is something in it 
for them os well and to identify with 
the State—becomes obscured and even 
denied, if it doesn’t fit the argument. 

Now I know that I have laid myself 
open to the whiplash of the Notting Hill 
Group’s fierce I6gfc, and that what l 
have just said constitutes a defence of 
the Franco regime, of the garrotting of 
their comrades and of the exploitation 
of the enure Spanish working class, to 
say nothing of setting up another record, 
one muh& of the Freedom Press group 
is an undercover Fascist. But there, 1 
must geL m on the act somehow, and 
since 1 believe that the truth is a belter 
weapon than hysteria and hate, l must 
be prepared to suffer for iL 
I must admit to another heresy as 
well l don t think w e have t6 support 
every cull for support that comes fri>m 
Spam jdst because it comes from Spain. 
E'TpdclaUy when by implication we are 
asked to support, condone and justify 
Ihd irresponsible antics with bombs in 
passport offices that are the contribu¬ 
tions of the CIL to the boycott cam¬ 
paign, Far be it from me to give advice 
to my betters in polemic, but if the 
apologia for the bomb incidents used 
by the Notting Hill Group are the best 
they can do, they would have done 
better to have kept their mouths shut 
altogether. 

Personally, though, t was delighted to 
see their long diatribe. The stark con¬ 
trast between the editor’s original con¬ 
tribution on the subject and this group’s 

hysterical outburst, wherein even their 
half-truths are vitiated by spleen and 
dishonest argument, cannot be lost, I 
am sure, on any of our readers. It is 
almost a case of Indecent exposure: so 
much so that many of our comrades 
have been profoundly disturbed by it* 
But 1 think it is welt to know what we 
are up against, and 1 am grateful to all 
the signatories for making themselves 
known. Grateful, too, for their promise 
to give up trying to convert the editors 
of Freedom to anarchism. May J ask 
them to go one step further, and please, 
please, give up trying to convert any- 
body to anarchism? Just for the sake 
of the anarchist movement, l mean.
